1 . Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

2. The configuration was not found in a prior art search. The following is a listing/ 
statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter.

The configuration/ combination of elements of independent claim 1 . An 
entrance window for a gas filled radiation detector, 

comprising: a plastic core with electro conductive coatings on both an inner side 
and an outer side of said plastic core, wherein said inner side is coated with at least 
two metals. 

2. Dependent claims 2-22 are allowable due to dependency upon allowable 
independent claim 1 .
